THE district’s leading archaeolo¬ 
gist has vowed to bring together 
academics, universities and schools 
in an effort to save the district’s 
museums from council cutbacks. 

Dr Paul Bennett, director of Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust, said he aimed to fight 
the “undemocratic” and “draconian” decision to 
close the Roman Museum and the Westgate 
Towers, and change the use of the Heme Bay 
Museum. 

Dr Bennett said: “Canterbury was more than 
just a little town in Roman times, it was the 
gateway to the province of Britannia. To lose 
this museum would be a tragedy, just for rea¬ 
sons of keeping the books balanced. 

“There must be alternatives. We can make it 
stand on its own using volunteers and with the 
combined support of universities, schools and 
interested parties. 

“We can mn it until such time as the city can 
take it back. Once you’ve destroyed it, you’ll 
never put it back together. 

“I applaud the council for going out to consul¬ 
tation, but it has completely disregarded the 
findings. One thing that was clear was people 
wanted to retain the museums. An undemoc¬ 
ratic decision to close them nonetheless is 
nothing short of draconian. 

“We will be putting out a petition, we will be 
lobbying councillors, we will be involving 
national, regional and local figures, but the

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LETHAL Councillors say Kent County Council is not doing enough to fix the district's pothole problem 

'Pouring hot tar 
in potholes is just 
not good enough'

POTHOLES are “atrocious” 
and the “worst seen” accord¬ 
ing to city councillors speak¬ 
ing at a meeting last week. 

During discussion at the council’s 
executive meeting on Thursday, 
January 21, the council leader and 
the head of the opposition party both 
agreed the area’s roads need to be 
fixed quickly. 

Liberal democrat councillor Alex 
Perkins said: “Due to a lack of invest¬ 
ment Kent County Council has 
failed to solve the pothole problem 
which is the worst it has ever been. 

Atrocious 

“All the workers have been doing, 
from what I have seen, is pouring hot 
tar in the holes and patting it with a 
spade. It is just not good enough.” 

Conservative councillor John Gilbey 
agreed. He said: “The roads are atro¬ 
cious, and they are certainly the worst 
I have seen them in my time here.” 

Councillor Gilbey said he had 
brought the matter up with the coun¬ 
ty council at a meeting that week. 

Last week alone people reported 
more than 30 potholes in the 
Canterbury district on website 
www.fillthathole.co.uk 

Particularly bad specimens include 


more than 20 on Thomden Wood 
Road in Greenhill where some holes 
were reported as being 15cm deep 
and a huge half-metre pit in 
Cromwell Road, Whitstable, said to 
be 15cm deep. 

Chestfield and Swalecliffe had 
most reports for the area, including a 
10cm deep dip on South Street which 
is 40cm wide. 

Website www.fixmystreet.co.uk 
also lists large number of potholes in 
the area. 

Yourcanterbury asked Kent 
County Council how many potholes 
had been reported in the district 
since December 1 which had not yet 
been fixed, but they were unable to 
respond before we went to press. 

Kent County Council were also 
unable to provide data on how 
many people have claimed for com¬ 
pensation after hitting a pothole 
and how much investment there 
had been in road-surface infrastruc¬ 
ture in the area. 

The county council has promised to 
spend at least £1 million extra on fix¬ 
ing potholes this year. 

This comes on top of the annual 
£3m budget and an extra £576,000 
Kent Highway Services set aside to 
deal with this year’s problem.

most important thing is we need to 
have meetings with the people who 
made these decisions to look at alter¬ 
natives to closure.” 

Council leader Cllr John Gilbey 
said: “We can meet Dr Bennett any 
time. All we are saying is the saving 
has to be made. 

‘We are willing, if something is 
proposed that is workable, to keep 
the Roman Museum open. If the 
budget is met and the museum is still 
open, good. 

“So much work has gone into this. 
We are saying to people: don’t accuse 
us, come and join us, help us. There 
are things still to be decided.” 

Heckles 

The council’s executive voted unani¬ 
mously, amid heckles from the public, 
to go ahead with the budget cuts at a 
meeting on Thursday, last week. 

Councillors met with cries of: 
“Shame on you”, “Rubbish” and ‘We’ll 
fight you” when they tried to explain 
their decisions. 

Ten people spoke against changes to 
services, most of whom objected to the 
Westgate Hall’s proposed closure and 
demolition and the restructuring of 
the museum service. 

A petition with 1,700 signatures has 
been presented to tiy to save the 
Westgate Hall. 

During the meeting, Cllr Peter Lee 
said: “The council is in an unenviable 
position and we have gone through 
this process systematically. 

“There have been a lot of things said 
which we would probably agree with, 
and if we were in a different position 
we would not have to do this, but we 
have been left with no alternative.” 

Dr Bennett has asked anyone who 
would like to volunteer their time 
and expertise to help keep the 
museums open to email him at 
paul.bennett@canterburytrust.co.uk. 

The final decision on the budget cuts 
will be made by the full council on 
Thursday, February 18. 

Long wait for homes

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Shared services given 
green light by councils

A PLAN to share key services, 
which could save the district mil¬ 
lions of pounds, has been given the 
seal of approval by three of four 
councils involved. 

The shared services initiative could see 
savings of nearly £7 million shared between 
Canterbury, Dover, Thanet and Shepway 
councils, who have agreed to merge some 
services to cut costs. 

All councils involved are to continue with the 
first stage of the project which will see landlord 
services, waste and recycling collections dealt 
with jointly so as to stop costly duplications 
being made. 

Council leader John Gilbey said: “There is a 
lot of money to be made by sharing. We have got 
the Government and the opposition very inter¬ 
ested in this because this is something they are 
looking carefully into. 

‘We firmly believe sharing services with our 
neighbouring councils is the best way to deliver 
both the best possible service and achieve sig¬ 
nificant savings for our residents.” 

The project is expected to make savings of 
£3.5 million for the councils over four years, 
and before any council function goes into the 
scheme it will have to be shown that a 10 per 
cent saving can be made by including it. 

But Shepway council has decided not to go 
ahead with the second phase of the scheme. 

Chief executive Alistair Stewart said: We 
have serious concerns and unless these are 
satisfactorily addressed we will not be staying 
in this joint services project.” 


Shepway council cited a lack of clarity about 
set-up costs, unrealistic timescales and confu¬ 
sion over how staff would be picked to run the 
projects as key concerns. 

It was also worried about how much control 
councillors would have over costs and what 
services were provided. 

Mr Stewart said: “We are also concerned 
there will be financial disadvantages to coun¬ 
cils, like Shepway, which have already started 
making significant efficiencies and transform¬ 
ing their services. 

“However, we are happy for our partners to go 


ahead and we would not wish to do anything 
that would stand in their way.” 

Canterbury’s chief executive said: “We fully 
respect Shepway’s views on this project 
and the fact that savings may not be as great 
to them. 

“Each council has to do what it feels is right 
for its residents. We believe this is the right way 
forward for the Canterbury district and remain 
fully committed to this project.” 

The idea will be sent for each council to vote 
on and the Canterbury district’s representatives 
will have their say on Thursday, February 18. 


Police warn teen

The bishop believes Canterbury is still criti¬ 
cal for Christianity in the country. 

He said: “Canterbury is not only an early 
foothold of Christianity; it is still a critical 
foothold of the Christian faith and of our com¬ 
munion. 

“Here is the original home of our communion

and thank God our Archbishop is here as 
well.”

Bishop Trevor said: “I am looking forward to 
following the cricket more. 

“When I lived in Hampshire I tried to sup¬ 
port Hampshire, now I am in Kent I have 
become a passionate supporter of Kent.” 



Lifeboat rescues fishing 
boat crew as engines fail 


STRANDED fishermen had to 
be rescued by the Whitstable 
lifeboat on Thursday after their 
engines stopped working. 

The 22ft boat was drifting 
among the turbines of the 
Kentish Flats Wind Farm at 
5.30pm, causing the lifeboat to 
be sent to the rescue for the first 
time this year. 

During the rescue mission, 
which lasted an hour and a half, 


a lifeboat crewman was put 
aboard the stricken vessel to 
help retrieve its anchor.

Grant to turn 
marshland into 
nature reserve 


ANCIENT marshland will again 
become a home for native species 
thanks to a new grant and dedi¬ 
cated volunteers. 

More than £190,000 in grant money will 
help the Hambrook Marshes become a 
nature reserve. 

The marshes are to the east of Canterbury 
on the River Stour, upriver from the 
Westgate Gardens, which was a gravel pit 
until 1981. 

Money has been secured from a fund which 
helps restore places which used to be aggre¬ 
gate quarries into community areas with bio¬ 
diversity. 

Those running the project want to build a 
board walk around the reed marshes on the 
site to encourage wading birds. 

Kent Enterprise Trust project manager 
Becky Richards said: “This is a community 
conservation project. It is so close to the cen¬ 
tre of Canterbury and we want to involve as 
many people as possible. We want to make it 
a really good community resource. 

‘We have got regular volunteer days and 
we are also running conservation activities 
for disadvantaged groups in the area, so they 
can get some hands-on experience and devel¬ 
op their life skills and teamwork, and of

course enjoy the outdoors. We are also run¬ 
ning some educational activities for schools 
as well. The end result will be a resource for 
the whole community to use. 

We hope to put some paths including 
board walk over the reed marsh so there will 
be a really nice circular walk around 
Hambrook Marshes. 

“It will be a really nice place for joggers and 
walkers, but it can also be used for education¬ 
al purposes and conservation activities.” 

At the moment volunteers are trimming 
overgrown hawthorn trees down to scrub so 
ground-nesting winter wading birds such as 
snipe, rather than predator birds, can not 
only feed on the marshes, as they do now, but 
also breed there. 

The board walk will have pond-dipping 
platforms so budding naturalists can enjoy 
the wildlife without disturbing it or getting 
their feet wet. 

The next volunteer days are on Saturday, 
January 30 at the marshes for scrub clear¬ 
ance, and on Saturday, February 6 and 20 for 
planting basketry willow. 

Anyone who would like to attend should 
meet at Toddlers’ Cove car park at 11am - 
sessions finish at 2pm.

Plans to expand car park

A MASSIVE storm water tank will help take 
the pressure off our sewerage system. 

The £12million project by Southern Water, 
will include a 900,000 litre storage tank at 
the former coach park site in Kingsmead 
Road, Canterbury and an underground 
pumping station at Vauxhall Road. 

Gary Sayers, senior project engineer, said: 
“The improvement works are vital to build 
more capacity into the sewerage network.” 

The work is being done to improve waste 
water infrastructure in the city. It is expected 
to finish in the late summer.

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Nicole opens the book 
on a life with cancer 


■ BY STEVE KNIGHT 

CANCER battler Nicole Dryburgh 
says she hopes the sequel to her 
inspirational first book will give 
further hope to fellow patients. 

The 20-year-old from Whitstable was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer when she was just 11 and 
has since suffered a brain haemorrhage and a 
stroke, leaving her wheelchair-bound, blind 
and virtually deaf. 

But despite her predicament, Nicole has 
devoted her life to helping others and has so far 
raised more than £130,000 for charity. 

Her first book The Way I See It earned her an 
army of admirers when it was released in 2008, 
with its sequel, Talk To The Hand, covering the 
hectic months in her life that followed. 

Nicole said: “I’ve only ever had nice comments 
about The Way I See It and I’m really happy 
people have enjoyed reading it. It’s been out for 
two years now and I still get emails almost 
every day from someone new who has read it. 

“I decided to write the second book because 
my first kind of ended on a cliffhanger. I was 
still on chemotherapy at the time and having 
other health problems, so I wanted people to 
know I’m still here and fighting.

“So much has happened since my first book 
came out, so it’s a good way to let people 
know how things have turned out. It’s differ¬ 
ent because I’m not just telling my story, I’m 
sharing my advice, too.” 

Nicole was a competition-winning gymnast 
when, at the age of just 11, an operation 
revealed a rare type of cancerous tumour close 
to her spine. 

Through radiotherapy it was reduced, but 
two years later she suffered the brain haemor¬ 


rhage that robbed her of her sight. This was 
followed by a debilitating stroke that left the 
youngster confined to a wheelchair, and in 
late 2007 tumours were discovered behind 
Nicole’s ears that have practically destroyed 
her hearing. 

Yet despite such setbacks Nicole has devoted 
her life to helping others and is currently 
working with the Teenage Cancer Trust to try 
to raise enough money to fund a specialist unit 
at the Royal Marsden Hospital in Surrey. 

She said: “I enjoy organising events and 
coming up with different ideas of ways to raise 
money. I know what these young people are 
going through, and that spurs me on to raise 
as much money and awareness as I can. 

“I’d also like to write more books in the 
future, but I’m not too sure at the moment 
what to write next.” 

Named Britain’s Most Inspiring Fundraiser 
in 2008, Nicole acts as a glimmer of hope for 
young and old people alike whose lives are 
being torn apart by illness. 

When asked if she had any advice for such 
people, she replied: ‘Yes, just to stay positive 
and never give up. 

“I believe a positive attitude can get you 
through anything. Obviously it can be hard 
sometimes, but just look to the future and 
keep smiling.” 


Drivers get advice on 
cutting child deaths 

MOTORISTS are to be reschooled in road 
safety as part of a month-long campaign to 
reduce the number of child deaths in Kent. 

Police will visit 40 accident black spots to 
give advice to drivers about the importance 
of driving safely, while the ‘stop, look and 
listen’ method of crossing the road will be 
hammered home to pupils. 

Officers hope the operation will lead to a 
reduction in the number of children killed 
or seriously injured on Kent’s roads, which 
in 2008 stood at 87. 

A further 570 received ‘slight’ injuries. 

Acting Chief Insp Preston Chalk said the 
campaign came about as part of the You 
Said, We Did initiative, which promotes 
police following up residents’ concerns. 

Campaign 

He said: “It’s absolutely crucial that child¬ 
ren are taught about road safety from a 
young age. 

“They’re often very frantic and enjoy run¬ 
ning about, but it’s important they know 
they can’t always be like that when they’re 
not in school. 

‘We hope this campaign will allow children 
to reflect on the consequences of running in 
the road and the impact it would have on 
their parents, friends and teachers if some¬ 
thing terrible were to happen to them. 

“Thankfully, the schools already work 
very hard to promote this issue, as do the 
majority of parents, so we are just enforcing 
the message.” 

The campaign - launched in partnership 
with Medway Council’s road-safety team, 
Kent Highway Services and other partner 
agencies - was launched at Senacre Wood 
Primary School in Maidstone last week. 


Concentration 

BELA Rosenthal was just six months old when she 
was taken prisoner by the Nazis. 

Her Jewish father had already been killed at 
the infamous Auschwitz-Birkenau concentration 
camp in 1942 and her mother’s death was soon to 
follow when she was struck down with TB. 

Orphaned at just two years old, Bela was 
released from the Theresienstadt concentration 
camp when the Red Cross took it over from the 
Nazis at the end of the Second World War in 1945. 

Despite having little memory of the Holocaust, 
during which six million Jews were murdered by 
the Nazis, Bela - now Joanna Millan - has clear 
memories of her childhood. 

And to bring home the terrifying realities and 
pay respect to those who died, the mother-of-three 
gave her poignant account to schoolchildren at 
St John’s Catholic School in Gravesend. 

Her talk was timed for just before Holocaust 
Memorial Day, which is being held today 
(Wednesday). 


camp survivor's lessons about racism 


This year’s theme is The Legacy of Hope’, which 
encourages young people to learn from survivors’ 
experiences. 

Mrs Millan, who lives in London, is using her 
own experience to push home the message about 
racism and tolerance to youngsters. 

The 67-year-old, who has eight grandchildren, 
managed to survive in the Theresienstadt camp - 
50 miles outside Prague - thanks to a lady called 
Litska Shallinger. 

Knowing that the food in the concentration 
camp was contaminated, Litska would collect 
vegetables and hide them under her clothes so 
she could feed the young girl. 

On May 3, 1945, the Red Cross took over the 
camp and Bela was freed, but she was not to 
return to her home in Berlin. 

“My first memoiy was being put in a house by 
the Russians while they decided what would 
happen to us,” she said. 

“The British government said it would take up 
to 1,000 children, but it took 300 in the end. 


“I was flown with five other surviving orphans - 
it was a very confusing time. There was no family 
for me in Britain, so I was put in a home.” 

She was eventually adopted by a wealthy 
Jewish couple in London who changed her name 
to Joanna. 

Eight years ago, Mrs Millan, who is chairman of 
the Holocaust Survivors Association, married a 
Jewish man and continues to have a close rela¬ 
tionship with her own family. “I think I’ve tried to 
compensate for what I missed out on,” she said. 

This year’s Holocaust Memorial Day commemo¬ 
rates the 65th anniversary of the Auschwitz- 
Birkenau liberation. 

Karen Pollock, chief executive of the Holocaust 
Educational Trust, which organised the visit, said: 
“Joanna’s stoiy is one of tremendous courage 
during horrific circumstances. 

“By hearing her testimony, St John’s Catholic 
School’s students will have the opportunity to 
learn where hate and racism can ultimately lead.”

A FILM made by schoolchildren forced to flee 
their countries and start a new life in 
Canterbury has been nominated for an award. 

The young people came from many countries 
including Iran, Iraq, Afghanistan and China.

First Light gives funding and expertise to 
five to 19 year olds to make short films and 
media projects. Since it launched in 2001 the 
project has funded over 30,000 youngsters to 
make more than 1,000 films. 

Barbara Broccoli, chair of First Light, said: 
“Through First Light young people are given 
an opportunity to have their voices heard by 
telling their stories through film. 

“This process enables them to learn impor¬ 
tant skills and build confidence and self 
esteem.”

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Police Chief defends 
LON security letter 

Fuller impartial over public's right to legal protests 


KENT’S Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller has spoken out 
against accusations he 
undermined the public’s right 
to protest at Kingsnorth 
power station. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS Media, 
Mr Fuller denied claims made in the 
Guardian newspaper that he strayed 
from his duty to ‘neutrally facilitate’ 
peaceful protests when he advised 
the energy firm E.ON to take greater 
steps to disrupt any future activity on 
the site. 

The accusations relate to an inci¬ 
dent in October, 2007, when six 
Greenpeace activists scaled a 200m 
smokestack to protest against plans 
for a new coal-fired power station, 
causing more than £30,000 damage. 

Mr Fuller has been criticised for 
suggesting in a subsequent letter to 
E.ON that the German firm should 
seek “legal remedies” - including High 
Court injunctions - to scupper such 
demonstrations in the future. 

But he told KOS Media the advice 
was issued to the company in 
response to specific concerns about 
security at the site. 

He said: “The company was treated 
in exactly the same way as any victim 
of crime, namely we provided it with 
the requested advice about security. 

“Kent Police has a public duty to 
inform all organisations about any 
threat to their premises.

“The letter is clearly advising E.ON 
to improve security to prevent further 
trespass at a site where there is the 
possibility of death or serious injury to 
anyone entering illegally. 

“As Chief Constable I have a duty to 
the taxpayers of Kent to avoid exces¬ 
sive policing costs wherever possible, 
and that was what the letter was 
seeking to do by suggesting possible 
solutions to E.ON.” 

Nicknamed the Kingsnorth Six, the 
Greenpeace activists were all spared 
jail in September 2008, when they 
convinced a crown court jury that any 
damage they caused was justified in 
the context of the potential damage 
that would be caused to the environ¬ 
ment by carbon dioxide emissions 
from a new power station. 


E.ON said at the time it was con¬ 
cerned other protestors would see the 
verdict as permission for them to 
break in and damage important 
power plants. 

Mr Fuller’s letter to the company - 
which was sent about eight months 
before the trial - states that his count¬ 
er-terrorism security advisors could 
help the firm improve site security, 
and that it was “grossly inappropri¬ 
ate” for Kent taxpayers to foot the bill 
for any of its shortcomings. 

He told KOS Media: “We have not 
attempted to make any secret of the 
letter and it is available for the public 
to read on our website. It also specifi¬ 
cally acknowledges Greenpeace’s right 
to carry out lawful protests. 

“Kent Police has always been com¬ 
pletely impartial about legal protests 
and, as the Chief Constable of Kent, I 
have never strayed from my duty to 
remain impartial when policing 
demonstrations.” 

The accusations levelled at Mr 
Fuller represent yet more negativity 
surrounding the way the force has 
handled environmental protests at 
Kingsnorth. 

Last week Kent Police admitted 
using stop-and-search powers illegally 
at the infamous Climate Camp 
demonstration in summer 2008. 

Politicians, protestors and academ¬ 
ics involved in the rally have always 
claimed the police response was dis¬ 
proportionate to the threat posed by 
the activists. 


MEP calls for burka ban 
to avoid 'divided society' 


BAN the burka is the call from a 
top politician in Kent who says 
the veil has no place on the 
streets of the UK. 

Nigel Farage is the former 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party and is a Kent MEP. 

He said veils worn by some 
Muslim women, to completely 
cover the face, should be out¬ 
lawed. 

Mr Farage said fines could be 
used to dissuade women from 
wearing them, but policing this 
would be problematic. 

But he insisted there are three 
main reasons why the burka, or 
full-face jihab, should never be 
seen in the UK again. 

He told KOS Media: “I can’t 
wear a hoodie in Bluewater, I 
can’t wear a balaclava on the 
underground, and I can’t wear a 
crash helmet in a bank - and all 
for good reason. 

“This is especially true as one 
of the 7/7 bombers in London 
escaped because he had a veil 
over his face. So the security 
point is inarguable. 

“Secondly, we believe the veils 
are being used as a way to sub¬ 
jugate women. In a society 
where we talk about equality of 
opportunity, and fair play for all 
regardless of age, race, class, sex, 
this is clearly being used to keep 
some women down, and there 
are forthright critics of this from 
the Muslim community itself. 

The third reason he is arguing 
for the ban is help prevent the 
creation of a divided society. 

Mr Farage, from Bromley, said: 
“All the main parties for decades 
have been calling for a multi-cul¬ 
tural society. 

“And yet we are seeing a divid¬ 
ed society of which the burka is 



a symbol. We are increasingly 
seeing ghettoised towns and 
cities along with a rise in radi¬ 
calism and even more worrying, 
the increasingly loud calls for 
Sharia law to be introduced. 

“We want to live in a society 
that has one law that is applied 
equally and fairly to everybody. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr Rowan Williams said two 
years ago that he saw the impo¬ 
sition of Sharia law in Britain’s 
major cities as being inevitable. 

“We do not agree with or want 
that analysis. 

“The law has to apply to every¬ 
one or it is not worth a light.” 

The Kent Muslim Welfare 
Association was set up in the 70s 
to support its diverse Islamic 
community.

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Is it any wonder our children just cry 'day off school' at the sight of snow when teachers set such a bad example? 



The cold, hard facts about 
Ofsted attendance records 


I LOVED the idea put forward by 
the county council last week that 
teachers should make their way to 
their nearest school on days when 
snow makes it difficult to get in. 

And I was amused to hear that our teachers’ 
employment contracts already tell them to do 
just that and they then had the cheek to criti¬ 
cise county councillors who didn’t know 

Why, then, hadn’t they turned up at their 
nearest school on snow days in line with their 
contracts? 

Then I listened in wonder as a supply 
teacher phoned Radio Kent on the subject and 
squirmed pathetically about her colleagues’ 
failure to do their jobs earlier this month. 

She finally said yes, she would go to her 
nearest school... “if she could get out of her 
road”. 

Like many parents, I was again left incensed 
earlier this month by the ease with which 


schools simply close up when there’s snow... 
but it seems Ofsted (that bastion of ensuring 
standards) may actually be to blame. 

Unfortunately we live in an age when 
teachers - who get loads more holiday than 
anyone else in the working world - believe 
that a little bad weather means they should 
have the day off school. 

Without wishing to go on about this too 
much, surely if you take a job - any job - you 
agree with your employer to turn up on time 
and do the work for which you are paid. 

Whether you are a teacher, shopworker or 
office worker, you have a responsibility to your 
employer. 

Live too far away from your workplace? 
That’s your choice - think about it before you 
take the job on. If it’s going to snow, then if 
you live too far away, make arrangements to 
stay nearby - or, of course, take it as a holi¬ 
day day. 

But, with teachers setting their appalling 
example to our children, we now have a cul¬ 


ture in Britain where snow means ‘have a day 
off’. Fortunately our police officers, doctors, 
nurses and ambulance drivers still seem able 
to get into work when the white stuff falls. 

And while you hear people say ‘I can’t get 
to work’, you never seem to hear ‘I can’t get 
home’ when it’s been snowing. This is Britain, 
not Siberia. 

So, back to teachers who finished their two- 
week Christmas break just in time for their 
annual fistful of snow days. 

Why, you ask, do so many schools close? 

Well, it seems that watchdog Ofsted may 
really be to blame. Attendance is one of the 
standards by which school performance is 
judged. 

And if the school opens on a snowy day and 
children do stay at home, the school will be 
penalised. 

However, if it closes for the day because of 
snow, Ofsted marks it with 100 per cent 
attendance. 

So now you know.

What do you make? 

We make high quality kitchen and home-ware from 
different types of beautiful wood. Our range includes solid 
iroko chopping boards that can be made to customers' 
size specifications and we can cut grooves and fit spikes 
for meat carving boards. We also make decorative boards 
and coasters inlaid with colourful wood such as 
rosewood, yew, maple, beech and padauk as well as oak 
candlesticks and boxes made from yew and rosewood. 
We have recently been employed by JoJos restaurant in 
Tankerton to make the bars, tables, boards and 
candlesticks for their new premises. 

Is being an artisan your day job? 

We work in art education so this is not a day job, but we both 
have creative backgrounds - Simon trained as a furniture 
maker and I studied fine art specialising in sculpture. 
Deciding to make and sell work came from making furniture, 
shelves, boxes, candlesticks and boards for our own home. 
This progressed to making things for friends and family, who 
persuaded us that there could be market for it. We have had 
a stall at The Goods' Shed on Sundays since October and had 
an amazing amount of interest. 

What are the challenges with wood? 

Variety - you have to know which wood to use for a 
particular task, some wood is suitable for one use but not 
another. Sourcing - we are keen to recycle and over the 
years we have collected wood from reclamation yards, 
skips, and even rescued it from the bonfire. Stability - 
wood can have hidden defects that may present challenges 
when working it.

Send 4x4s back 
to the Eighties 

I was most annoyed to read the 
article in Your Blogger, praising 4x4 
vehicles. 

I am sorry if I may be slandering 
the polite 4x4 drivers out there, but 
from what I can see, the bigger the 
vehicle, the bigger the wimp inside. 
These vehicles are driven by people 
who are afraid of the real world, but 
want to bully pedestrians, cyclists 
and those in smaller vehicles. The 
idea of there being any more of 
them is a complete anathema to me! 
A 4x4 vehicle is heavy, so is 
dangerous to other road users; it 
takes far more resources to build, 
emits more pollution and uses far 
more fuel than a smaller vehicle. In 
addition, due to its weight, it 


damages the road and helps create 
even more potholes! And about the 
potholes: if people drove at a more 
reasonable speed when they knew 
there were potholes waiting to be 
mended, they would save a lot of 
damage to their cars. I was walking 
along a country road last week and I 
was nearly run down by a 4x4 going 
far faster than necessary, and of 
course taking the whole width of the 
road - our local country lanes were 
not built for these huge vehicles. 

My husband commutes nine miles 
each way to work, cross-country, 
throughout the year - by bicycle. In 
the snow and ice he just jumps on 
his recumbent tricycle instead, and 
carries on. We had high snow drifts 
around Deal, but he never had a day 
off work. I commute the same 
distance by cycling to the station 
and then putting my bike on the 
train, which I did through the bad 
weather. During the snow I also 
commuted for a few days by scooter 
along the main road, so I know it 
was gritted and practically pot-hole 
free - a 4x4 was not necessary. 

In my opinion the only need for a 
4-wheel drive vehicle is if you live on 
a farm, or down a track in the 
middle of nowhere. They are an 
unnecessary anachronism for the 
rest of us, and should be sent back 
to the 1980s, where they belong.

A GIG aimed at keeping fascism 
out of folk music - and showcasing 
some of the best young folk talent 
in the UK - takes place in 
Maidstone next month.

Henry’s under the Folk Against Fascism ban¬ 
ner. 

Organiser Helen Treacy said: “The BNP is 
trying to distance itself from its past - the 
association with neo-Nazi bands like 
Skrewdriver - and position themselves as the 
defenders of British traditions.

after the road in their home town of 
Maidstone, have proved themselves a major

Clive drops the act to 
show who's the daddy

CLIVE Owen has attracted thou¬ 
sands of female fans by smoulder¬ 
ing his way through films such as 
Closer, Sin City and Duplicity Yet 
his own girls are keen to see him 
play a new kind of role. 

The 45-year-old star says his daughters 
Hannah and Eve would like him do more 
family-friendly roles. 

“They’re very keen for me to do a film to give 
them bragging rights at school,” he laughs. 

Owen’s latest film, The Boys Are Back, is a 
step in that direction. 

In the drama, based on journalist Simon 
Carr’s memoirs and shot in Australia, Owen 
plays Joe Warr, who struggles with being a 
single parent to his six-year-old son after his 
wife dies of cancer. 

The 45-year-old admits his own experience 
of fatherhood was “a huge part of wanting to 
do the film”. 

“I’m a parent and it’s a big part of my life. I 
recognised I had similar experiences to a lot of 
things in this movie, so it felt familiar,” he says. 

Besides its appeal as a more family-focused 
drama, it was really the script that captured 
Owen’s imagination. 

“It’s a beautiful script. I thought it was 
unusual in its delicacy and intelligence in 
exploring these relationships, and a beautiful 
exploration of both grief and parenting.” 

He adds: “It wasn’t sentimental, it was pre¬ 
cise. I found it terribly moving when I got to 
the scene where Joe was telling his son that 
his mother might not be around much longer. 
I found the whole conversation upsetting.” 

The Coventry-born actor made it clear to

director Scott Hicks that he wanted a film 
steeped in reality. 

“I’d seen lots of family movies where the 
family is in this lovely, warm bubble, and even 
when things get tough, it’s all very sweet. 

“Real families aren’t like that - it’s much 
more volatile than that and this script 
explored that in a very honest way,” he says. 

Owen, married to wife Sarah-Jane, brought 
his real-life experiences as a dad into the role. 

“I didn’t have the huge, tragic loss that they 
have, but in terms of the ups and downs of 
parenting, I felt I’ve experienced quite a few of 
them,” he says. 

“I was interested in the scenes showing the 
tougher times in the film, for example when 


the kid has a tantrum in the car. I could relate 
to that scene and I was interested to make 
that tough for my character because all par¬ 
ents will relate.” 

The Boys Are Back follows Joe as he gets to 
grips with parenthood and adopts his own way 
of parenting. 

In one scene, he allows his son to ride on the 
bonnet of the car as they drive along 
Australia’s Aldinga Beach. 

“Those scenes tend to split people - some 
people say it’s very irresponsible and others 
think it looks like fantastic fun. 

“The film isn’t advocating this way of parent¬ 
ing, it’s saying this is this guy’s approach to it. 
It’s not about being responsible or irresponsi¬ 
ble, it’s trying to get their lives back on track.”

Dream of home owning 
may never come true 

AN independent housing body has 
advised that future homebuyers could 
face average house prices that are 10 
times their salary 

Buying a home could be become unat¬ 
tainable unless the number of homes 
being built increases. 

A study from new National Housing 
and Planning Advice Unit said a fifth of 
non-homeowners think it will take them 
at least five years before they’re able to 
buy and more than a third believe they 
will never get onto the property ladder. 

The NHPAU was set up by the 
Government to provide independent 
advice on improving housing market 
affordability. Government statistics 
illustrate that in the year 2000, the aver¬ 
age cost of a home was four times the 
annual salary. 

However, by 2006, house price increas¬ 
es meant that homebuyers were looking 
at seven times their salary. 

The demand for housing is on the 
increase and something must be done or 
the pressure on the market will only dete¬ 
riorate. On a further study of 2,700 UK 
adults, NHPAU discovered the majority 
states the government need to take action 
to make housing more affordable. 

The mortgage lending 
market still 'restrained' 

THE Council of Mortgage Lenders has 
revealed that the number of home loans 
approved for house purchase fell four per 
cent in November compared with the 
previous month. 

According to the CML, there were 
53,000 mortgages granted to buyers, a 
fall on October but this was due to a 
“seasonal dip”. 

However, the CML did highlight that 
the figures were still 66 per cent higher 
than in November 2008. 

Remortgaging activity continued to 
remain at low levels, as a result of the 
low interest rate environment, said the 
CML. 

The Council added that first-time buy¬ 
ers were still having to put down a hefty 
deposit of 25 per cent but with interest 
rates still remaining at the historic low 
of 0.5 percent, mortgage interest pay¬ 
ments are so affordable for homemovers 
and first-time buyers. 

However, the CML’s director general 
Michael Coogan said: “With substantial 
deposits still needed to secure a mort¬ 
gage, the market will continue to be rel¬ 
atively restrained for some time to 
come.” 



THE buy-to-let property market in 
the UK is looking forward to a 
promising 2010 after strong returns 
combined with low arrears made 
2009 much better than expected. 

Overall in 2009 landlords were £12,700 in 
the black, almost reversing £15,000 losses in 
2008 and 2010 is set to see higher returns 
than 2009, according to the latest Buy to Let 
Index from LSL Property Services, the UK’s 
largest residential letting agents. 

It also shows that although increases in 
property values and a recent slight drop in 
rents caused dip in yields, tenant arrears per¬ 
formed strongly in 2009, contrary to expecta¬ 
tions, and landlords enjoyed a 7.6 per cent 
annual return on their investments by the end

of December 2009. 

The value of their properties rose three per 
cent in the year while rental income after void 
periods added a further 4.6 per cent. This 
means that in 2009 a typical landlord made a 
return of £12,740. This was a combination of 
modest capital gains of £4,831 on each proper¬ 
ty and £7,909 in rental income. 

By contrast, in 2008, a typical landlord 
would have lost 8.8 per cent even after allow¬ 
ing for rental income. They lost £23,000 in cap¬ 
ital as the property fell in value, and earned 
£7,900 in rent for the full year, leading to a 
total loss of £15,100. 

“Despite the worst recession in living memo¬ 


ry, and despite house prices continuing to fall 
for the first few months of 2009, investment 
returns in buy-to-let were very respectable. 

“The £12,700 the average landlord made on 
a rented property during the year recouped 
most of the losses in the housing crash of2008. 
Brave landlords who added to their portfolios 
will be celebrating an excellent year,” said 
David Brown, commercial director of LSL 
Property Services. 

Rents ended 2009 0.2 per cent higher than 
the previous year. 

“Landlords must not lose sight of rental 
income when house prices move up, however. 
Rents should form the foundation of buy-to-let 
investment and are key to financing mortgage 
borrowings. Allowing yields to drop too low is 
inadvisable,” added Mr Brown. 


RICS predicts further house price rises at beginning of 2010 


THE Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported that house price growth 
slowed in December. 

Almost one third of surveyors 
reported price gains than falls 
during the month. However, the 
positive balance was lower than 
in the previous two months. 

RICS did point out that a short¬ 
age of properties on the market is 
continuing to drive up house 
prices and it is predicting further 
gains in the early part of this year 


but this will be followed by mod¬ 
est falls in the latter half of the 
year, resulting in a small overall 
rise of one to two per cent. 

Many other experts are predict¬ 
ing house prices will be flat over 
the course of the next 12 months 
as a result of the current econom¬ 
ic uncertainty. 

RICS spokesman Jeremy Leaf 
said: “The recent loss of momen¬ 
tum in prices and the moderation 
in new buyer interest can be in 
part attributed to the housing 


market pulling down its shutters 
for Christmas. 

“It is likely the new year will see 
more interest and activity in the 
market as those who held back 
start to market their property 
with renewed optimism,” added 
Mr Leaf. 

Many analysts were surprised 
by the strength in house prices 
last year. RICS said house prices 
rose for the seventh consecutive 
month in December. 

This corresponded with many 


other house price indices with the 
Halifax reporting that prices were 
1.1 per cent higher in December 
compared with a year ago - the 
first annual rise since March 
2008. 

Meanwhile, RICS said seven 
out of 12 regions showed price 
increases in the past three 
months, while the remainder 
experienced falls. The biggest 
gains were experienced in 
London and the southeast of 
England.

dyne. Whatever the mood, the A4 is so in tune 
that it slips into the background. 

Our road test car was the best-selling A4 2.0 
TDI, almost as much of a darling to company 
car user choosers as the ubiquitous BMW 
320d. 

In the lower output 120PS (118bhp) SE form 
as tested (£23,720), it is probably a tad under¬ 
powered for the scale of the A4 - there are 143 
and 170PS versions - but the ability to aver¬ 
age nearly 60mpg is not to be sneered at. 

It benefits from a tidy six-speed gearshift, 
crisp steering and excellent grip and compo¬ 
sure in the comers; ride quality is consider¬ 
ably better than the previous car, no doubt 
helped by the bigger stretch between front and 
back wheels. 

The cabin has the material and ergonomic 
layout design quality that has made Audi the 
benchmark brand in its sector. 

Needless to say, space and comfort for all is 
impressive too, although the middle rear seat 
passenger has to plant his/her feet awkwardly 
either side of the centre hump.

THIS week we launched a bid to 
right a wrong - and get Dame 
Kelly Holmes the gold medal she 
still craves. 

In a campaign we will take to the very top 
of world athletics, we want drug cheat 
Regina Jacobs stripped of the gold she won 
at the World Indoor Athletics Championships 
in 2003. 

She pipped our Kelly into second place - 
but just weeks later was exposed as a drug 
cheat; testing positive for steroids. 

Now KOS Media, publisher of this newspa¬ 
per, is launching a bid to win our local 
heroine the title we feel should now be 
rightfully hers. 

Holmes, who won two gold medals at the 
Olympic Games in Athens in 2004, was 
beaten into second place at the indoor 
1500m event in Birmingham in March, 
2003, by Jacobs. 

But Jacobs later failed a drugs test after 
winning at the US Championships in June. 

She was handed a four-year ban, but aged 40 
at the time, decided to call time on her career. 
Jacobs, who has always protested her inno¬ 
cence, was stripped of the national title, but 
because the World Indoors preceded the failed 
test, the result in Birmingham still stands. 

Review 

We now urge the sport’s governing body - 
the International Association of Athletics 
Federations - to review this decision in light 
of a recent case in which Great Britain’s 
1997 4x400m relay team were awarded the 
World title after finishing second to a US 
team which included Antonio Pettigrew. 

He admitted using banned substances at 
the time and consequently, the GBteam 
found out this month they will get their gold 
medals after the four athletes began a cam¬ 
paign in 2008. 

Holmes, from Hildenborough, near 
Tonbridge, admits the defeat to an athlete 
who was later found to be using performance 
enhancing drugs, still rankles. 

“I think [the medal] should be taken away 
from that athlete if they have been done for 
drugs,” she said. “If they have been caught in 
that year of competition, well they actually 
didn’t just get caught doing it right there and 
then did they? It was before that. 

“[Regina Jacobs] was somebody who was 
banned that season and yet she wasn’t 
stripped of the gold medal she won in March 
of that year and I think that’s wrong. 

“If you have been banned, give back the 
medal from that year. She got caught and 
banned and there’s a logic to say that, okay, 
she got caught in June it’s more than likely 


she was using it in March as well. So then 
give back the medals, not so much mine, but 
they should be given back as a general rule.” 

Eyebrows had been raised six weeks prior 
to the Birmingham meet when Jacobs, then 
39, became the first woman to run 1500 
metres in under four minutes indoors, break¬ 
ing a 13-year world record. 

For Holmes, the World Indoor title is one 
accolade missing from her glittering CV. 

“For me, the worst thing was that it was in 
Birmingham and I would have loved to have 
stood there as World Indoor champion, but 
instead I was a silver medallist which is a 
great achievement, but not when you have 


done it against a druggie at the end of the day,’ 
she said. 

KOS Media will lobby the IAAF to re-exam¬ 
ine the case and is urging readers to send in 
their letters of support to help the campaign. 

Sports editor Glenn Pearson said: “We feel 
this is something that needs looking into and 
the record should be set straight. Dame Kelly 
has strong views against the use of drugs in 
sport and so do we. 

“We urge our readers to get involved with 
our campaign.”

Farby on verge of naming 

Kent's 'mystery spinner'

KENT will announce the identity of 
their "mystery spinner’ for the sec¬ 
ond half of the season in the next 
two weeks. 

The overseas spinner, who takes over from 
Australian Stuart Clark for the final half of the 
summer and will feature in the county’s 
Twenty20 campaign, has a contract from Kent 
ready to sign and the deal should be completed 
early next month. 

The county’s head coach, Paul Farbrace, said: 
“We hope in the next two weeks to make an 
announcement. Everything is in place and both 
sides are veiy happy with the deal. I have spo¬ 
ken to the player and he has the contract with 
him and when the time comes he will return it.” 

Kent’s search for additional players to bol¬ 
ster their squad ahead of a return to Division 
One of the County Championship continues 
after the club missed out on their original 
target. 

That was not fast bowler Kabir Ali - who 
ended his deal with Worcestershire a year early 
before signing for Hampshire last week - 
according to Farbrace, who says James 
Tredwell’s inclusion in the England squad has 
now changed their thinking. 

The off-spinner was included in the England 
squad for the Test and one-day series against 
Bangladesh starting next month. It’s conceiv¬ 


able that he will also be involved when 
Bangladesh and Pakistan arrive in this countiy 
during the summer, leaving Kent without their 
premier finger spinner. 

Farbrace said the club are looking to address 
that and are now targeting an all-rounder, 
rather than just a genuine fast bowler, to fill 
Tredwell’s berth at number eight in the Kent 
line-up. 


“Rather than going for an out and out seam- 
er, we are now looking at an all-rounder that 
can take their share of the bowling and score 
runs down the order,” he said. 

“It’s important we have people that can 
make a contribution with the bat and with 
Treddy potentially being involved with 
England in the summer, that’s what we have 
got to look at.”
